the river for a time, it is believed 
the splendid sport that has been en­ 
joyed here for years might be re­ 
vived.

ram one pursued her victim and cut 
her th ro a t with a bread knife the 
party had brought along to c u t up 
their lunch. 
Then calm ly sucking 
the warm blood from her fingers, 
she robbed th e still quivering body 
of the sum which had tem pted the 
m urderous cupidity and kicked

body off th e cliff into a ravine and 
covered it closely with earth.

BOYS AND GIRLS 
GO AFTER PRIZES 


$16,000 Offered at Wiscon­ 
sin County Fairs for Ex­ 
hibits of Grain; La 
Crosse Included 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 14.— Twen­ 
ty-one thousand young people will 
compete at forty-five of the county 
fairs to be held in Wisconsin this 
fall for $16,000 offered as prize mo­ 
ney for the best exhibits 
of 
grain 
grown by boys or girls 
under 
18 
years of age. This movement was 
started in 1906 at the Richland coun­ 
ty fair when 300 boys entered the 
young people’s grain growing con­ 
tests. The popularity of the contests 
advanced 
with 
wonderful rapidity 
from that time. The object is to get 
the boys together for discussions of 
seed values and to interest them in 
growing seed grain, and to lead to 
a wide dissemination of pure bred 
grains. It is estimated that yields of 
grain in various parts of the state 
have been increased 25 per cent as a 
result of this compaign. The state ex­ 
periment station 
furnishes litera­ 
ture and carefully selected pure bred 
seed grain to the county superin­ 
tend of schools who distributes it 
among the district teachers. 
There is a growing sentiment fav­ 
oring abolition 
of the cash prizes 
and substituting the scholarships at 
the young People’s course conducted 
by the agricultural college. 
In 1909 
twenty-one boys attended this course 
while in 1910 fortv-fotir youngsters 
took this work. An enrollment of at 
least IOO students is expected this 
year. 
Considerable Inter-county rivalry 
has arisen in the seed growing con­ 
tests 
Thus far this year St. Croix 
county leads with a total entry of 
1.400 contestants for the five schol­ 
arships 
offered.

which will conduct contests this year 
include: Polk, Pierce.
